“Sunny” Anderson Shot Negro Detec- 
tive and Firing on Fellow 
Officer Escaped.

Special Officer Noah Warrington, one of 
the two colored members of Chief of De 
tectives Desmond's staff, is at the Cit) 
Hospital suffering from a bullet wound 1:

received early this morning while waitin; 


for a patrol wagon at Nineteenth and Ma: 
ket streets, with’ Sam, alias “Sunny” An 
|derson, colored, of 116 Rankin street. Wit! 
Warrington were Detective Andy Gordon 
and Special Officer Washington of the 
Fourth district. Anderson is alleged to 
have fired the shots which struck Warring- 
ton, 

The three officers had been making a 
round of the saloons on Market street, and 
encountered Anderson in a saloon at Nine- 
teenth and Market streets. They recog- 
nized in him, according to their report, a 
criminal whose photograph is in the rogues’ 
gallery, and an ex-convict. His arrest was 
made on general principles, and the offi- 
cers intended placing a charge of vagrancy 
against him in police court. Anderson re- 
sisted arrest, and in the fight which fol- 
lowed several blows were struck, Ander- 
son suffering a slight scalp wound and a 
cut over the right eye. He was finaily 
overpowered and taken to the patrol box 
on the corner. The wagon had been called, 
when, it is alleged by the officers, Ander- 
son drew a revolver from his waist and 
began firing. 

It is charged that the negro fired three 
shots, the two directed at Warrington tak- 
ing effect, while one aimed at Gordon went 
wild. Warrington fell to the pavement, 
and in the excitement Anderson escaped.

The paramount issue of this campaign is not, as you would have it, free trade 
or free silver, but YOU yourself—Theodore Roosevelt. 

This issue is forced upon the country by your unusual temperament and talents— 
able, ansbitious, resourceful, militant, passionate personality, your 
and surprising genius. As the Frenuh king said of the state, you can 
truth say of the Republican party IT Is 1. Or more absolutely than 
any of your predecossors in office ever did. you procured your own nomination. You 
dict@ed the platform. You edited the nominating speeches, you appointed the cam- 
paigit manager. You moved your cabinet ofiicers like pawns to meet the exigencies of 
your game; by an act of executive usurpation you added many thousandg of pension- 
ers already containing a million names In order to make votes for yourself— 
the first open use ever made of the national treasury as a paerty’s campaign chest. 
You have glorified war and threatened the future peace of the country by proposing 
a bullying over-lordship of the other countries in this hemisphere and offering to 
constitute the United States the constable and collector for Europe in the rotten and 
irrespousible states of Central and South America. You have, by your recom- 
mendations to Congress and your signatureto its extravagances, increased the na- 
tional expenditures during your term to more than $2,500,000,000, an excess of $211,- 
000,000 over the expenditures during President MoKinley’s term (which included the 
expenses of the war with Spain) and exceeding the cost of President Cleveland's 
second term by $880,000,000. 

You and the Congress of your party have converted a surpltis of $80,000,000 in 1990 
into a deficiency of more than $40,000,000 for the fiscal year just closed. This ex-

licans of Wisconsin demand shall be revised in the interest of consumers, and which 
tens of thousands of Republicans in Massechusetts and elsewhere insist shall be 
modified by a reciprocity treaty with Canada. The principle of protection has been 
maintained by every party that has held power in this country since the adoption 
of the constitution, including the administrations of eight Democratic presidents. 
Representative Clark, chairman of the St. Louis convention, truly said that ‘‘the 
Democratic party is not a free-trade party.’ Protection, however necessary under 
some conditions, is both needless and unjust when infant industries have become 
hoary monopolies.

The politic removal of Attorney-General Knox, just as he had demonstrated in 
one noble instance his ability to enforce tho law against combining corporations, 
after all previous attorney-generals of both parties had failed, was a shocking sub- 
mission to the plutocratic power which with admirable courage you successfully chal- 
lenged in the Northern Securities. But the transfer of Secretary Cortelyou from 
the hub of department of commerce—created, as the law declares, to make diligent 
investigations of the affairs of corporations and, as your platform says, to secure 
“reasonable publicity to their operations’’—to the chairmanship of your campaign com- 
mittee has the appearance of deliberate preparations for partisan bléckmail of the 
very corporations that were to be investigated. » hs, 

Mr. Cortelyou, formerly your private sé@cretary, was at the head of the department 
of commerce just long enough to acquire “by diligent Investigation’ such information 
as would be useful to the filler of your campaign chest. The public does not share this 
information. There is no evidence that the law officers of the government are mak- 
ing use of it to suppress and punish such odious and oppressive monopolies as the 
beef trust—which controls the greater portion of the meat supply of 80,000,000 people. 
But ex-private and ex-public Secretary Cortelyou, chairman of your campaign com-

You boast that “‘never has the administration of the government béen on a cleaner 
and higher level.” We appeal to all honest men whether in the annals of government 
there was ever a grosser abuse of power, a greater public scandal or a more unprin- 
cipal defiance of decent public opinion than is this transfer of an official investiga- 
tor and curber of great corporations, to be a collector of campaign funds from them? 

You say that you “earnestly desire friendship with all the nations of the New and 
Old Worlds,” and that you think “peace is right as well as advantageous.”

C. H. Spencer, the Man Behind the 
Deal, Bids That Price for 
the Option. 


CASH SELLS AT 92 CENTS 


Large Defaults on Contracts and Set- 
tlement of Deal by Arbi- 
tration. 


Grain men who had wheat 
St. Louis market for delivery during the 
month of July and failed to deliver the 
goods today received a speculative squeeze 
in which both their bank accounts ana feel- 
ings suffered. For this was the last day 
when wheat could be delivered on July con- 
tract, and quite a number of traders who 
had the grain sold could not make good 
and were forced to default on thir con- 
tracts. ‘lo what extent this defauit 
amounted was not learned, opinions vary: 
ing from 200,000 to 750,000 bushels as the 
amount of contract wheat not delivered. 

Corwin H. Spencer, a speculative operator 
on ‘Change, was the man who had the 
wheat bought. Mr. Spencer has been iden- 
tified with several ‘‘corners’’ and manipu- 
latious of grain. The biggest deal he was 
in, this in connection with John T. Mii- 
lixeu, Was a ‘corner’ in December wheat 
l@st winter. The -deal was put through 
successfully, so far as establishing a set- 
tling price at which most the “shorts” set- 
tled who, had sold and failed to fiil their 
contracts, but the combine had to pay for 
about 4,600,000 bushels cash wheat, and then 
fight several of the ‘“‘shorts’’ in the courts. 

Phere was said to be very considerably 
over a million bushels in July contracts 
unsettled when the market opened for 
business on the last day of the month. 
That the shortage was large was shuwn 
by the way the price of the option was 
bid up from the first tap of the bell] that is 
rung to open the speculative markets in the 
grain pit. As high as $1 was finally bid 
and at that price the long interest took 
its stand as the settling price they ex- 
pected the “‘shorts’ to “walk up to the 
captain's office:’’ 

Something over 600,000 bushels cash No. 2 
red had been delivered on contract and on 
the balance undelivered it was expacted 
the long interest would-make a ‘“‘cash mar- 
ket’’ price of $1 by buying all the No. 2 
red offered on track or in elevators at 
that price. This was not done, C. H. Spen- 
cer contenting himself with bidding $1 for 
July in the pit and his broker, Thos. Akin, 
bidding $1 for “‘spot’’ No. 2 red in ele- 
vato. Sellers of cash No. 2 red, when they 
found “‘nothing doing’’ for car lots No. 2 
red, offered them down far below $1 in 
the pit, John Wright offering to sell at 91%c 
on track without takers, Later, car lots 
sold at 92c to 92%c.
